In a curious, cell-like compartmen' 
concrete pay feet below the eatth’s 
surface, Dr. Paul R. Heyl.of the bureau 
of standards i is weighing the whole world 
fag a most remarkable manner.

Dr. Hey! is working for greater accuracy

Dr. Heyl’s laboratory is located far 
underground in order that the delicate 
apparatus with which he works may be 
free from the effects of vibrations such 
as set up by moving motor trucks, speed- 
ing automobiles and ponderous street 
cars. A so-called torsion pendulum, 
which terminates in two small fold balls, 
is suspended in a brass bell jar in a’con- 
creted space just outside the subterra- 
nean laboratory. This bell jar widens 
from. an upper diameter of five inches to 
a base diameter of one foot. ~The little 
balls of gold are suspended by tungsten 
filaments, one one-thousandth of an inch 
in diameter. ‘The arrangement is such 
that by the action of gravitation, the 
pendulum ‘is set into oscillation during 
one of the test periods. A reflecting mir- 
ror carries the motions of. the turning 
eendultim to. the laboratory where they 
are noted by Dr, Heyl. He uses thése

~ As an experiment in safety, a novel ar- 
rangement of the road and crossing signs 
is being tried in Florida at a grade inter- 
section with a railroad. At the right, on 
either side of the track, the street is 
curved and is guarded by a stout wire 
fence to keep autos from plunging 
through. Motorists are thus prevented 
from driving straight across the rails, 
and ir slowing down for the curve, natu- 
rally becomie on the alert for trains that 
may be approaching.

The above-ground type has the one 
advantage over tke other two of hay- 
ing the ensilage in a place where it can 
be easily delivered to the cattle. The 
ensilage . in the: aboveground type 
freezes from the outside to as much 
as three feet leaving, in a fourteen- 
foot round silo, onlwa core of an eight 
foot diameter of unfrozen ensilage 
This frozen énsilage has ‘to b2 ‘choy p- 
ed out and fed frozen or allowed to 
thaw in the spring when most. of it is 
almost sure to be wasted. 


A trench ten feet wide at the top, 
seven feet wide at the bottom and sev 


én feet deep and as long as necessary | 


to hold the supply of ensilage,‘can be 
easily dug by two men and a team in 
two or three days, If the excavated’ 
material is piled along the edge of the 
trench it prevents water from running 
in and ‘adds. to the depth and capacity 
the trench, If the sides are. thus 
built: up to make the trench two feet 
deeper, the capacity of a silo ‘of this 
width and depth is. approximately one 
half tons. per foot of length, Thus, if 
the silo is forty feet lon it will hold 
sixty tons of ensilage. _ 

\During filling, the ‘ensilage should 
be kept spread evenly and well tramp 
ed. After fiiling, freezing can be pre- 
vented by putting poles across anc cov 
ering wit straw,
